Worship in Lent. Due to the solemn nature of the 
season of Lent we make several changes in our liturgy 
and sanctuary: 

t The live flowers are replaced with the dried flower 
arrangements and grape vine wreaths. 

t The service music is solemn and in minor keys, 
t The crosses are veiled reminding us of how our 
sinful nature obstructs our view of God. 

+ The gold candlesticks at the altar and pulpit are 
removed and replaced with simple votive candles. 

+ The silver chalice is replaced with the crystal 
chalice. We hope that the more austere setting aids in 
your Lental denial and devotion.
